KANSAS CITY (AP) — Wil­ 
liam C. White is sorry now that 
he decided to go to Communist 
China 
IIV 2 years ago. But he 
doesn't want people to think of 
him as a turncoat. 
"When I made that decision, 
I didn't realize the complica­ 
tions,'* White said in Kansas 
City Sunday. "If I had known 
it would be so involved getting 
back home, then I might have 
chosen differently.” 
White 
returned 
home, the 
16th of 21 Korean War turn­ 
coats to come back to America. 
The 35-year-old White accom­ 
panied by his Chinese wife and 
two children, John, 6, and Ann, 
4, had a tearful reunion at the 
airport with his aunt, M rs. 


B ertha L . Johnson. 
T ea rs stream ing down her 
face, 
M rs. Johnson who had 
reared him, held a football for 
John and a doll for Ann as she 
em braced White. 
His m other, M rs. Mattie Gor­ 
man of Plum erville, A rk., has 
been ill. She said Sunday she 
plans to come to Kansas City 
to see White but doesn't know 
when. 
"Now that 
Pm home,” he 
said, " I see Pm called a turn­ 
coat. Tluit's nonsense. I never 
betrayed my country while in 
China. 
I 
went there as an 
A m erican arid le a rn e d myself 
is ae An < rican.” 
White quit school 111 Kansas 
City 
in 1948 and joined the 


Arm y. He was 17. 
Why did he decide to go to 
Red China? 
" I was curious about the 
people there,” White said. "And 
I figured this was an oppor­ 
tunity 
to study the Chinese 
language 
and 
history 
first 
hand.” 
He said the Chinese showed 
no prejudice toward him be­ 
cause he is a Negro. They w ere 
slightly suspicious of him, he 
said, but because he was a for­ 
eigner. 
"The} were also suspicious of 
Polish, 
Indonesians, 
B ritish­ 
e rs , Africans 
and Czechoslo­ 
vakians who were my c la ss­ 
m ates,” White said. 
He studied international law 


at Chinese Peoples'U niversity, 
getting his degree. Just before 
returning home, White was a 
translator of children's books in 
Peking. 
While he was im pressed by 
the educated C hinese's interest 
in history and econom ics, 
he 
said their doctrine of collectiv­ 
ism was ver restrictin g . 
" I am an individual,” White 
said, "and I want to be treated 
as one. But all they talk about 
is collectivism .” 
They don't 
want people who think.” 
White said he wants a job and 
is interested in getting a de­ 
gree from an A m erican college. 
"Pm not a Communist 
and 
Pm not here to propagate com­ 
m unism ," he said.

Congress Plunges Into Busy Week-No Letup Is In Sight 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Con- 
gress, speeding past another 
of its hoped - for adjournment 
dates, plunges into a busy week 
today with no let-up in sight. 
There was a time when the 
members thought they would be 
home by mid^eptem ber; now 
the optimists talk about mid- 
October, but not very loudly. 
A prediction that President 
Johnson may run into a con­ 
gressional revolt came Sunday 
from Sen. Allen J . Ellender, 
D J,a. and Senate Republican 
Leader Everett M.Dirksen said 
Congress wouldn't get home for 
a long time if the administration 
brings up its proposal to repeal 
section 14B of the Taft-Hartley 


Act. The section allow s states to 
ban union shop agreem ents. 
Interviewed on CBS* radio­ 
television program "F ace the 
Nation” D irksen said, " I don't 
like to use the word filibuster. 
But if 14B is dished out, I can 
assure you there is going to be 
extended discussion.” 
Ellender, 
in 
an interview 
transcribed for Radio P ress In­ 
ternational, said that if P resi­ 
dent Johnson "continues to send 
us a lot of legislation that is 
controversial and that would 
have the effect of keeping us 
here to C hristm as, some of us 
I'm sure will rev o lt.” 
The Senate has scheduled ac­ 
tion on two of the m ajor bills of 


the session — a revision of the 
im m igration laws and a $3.2 
billion appropriationfor.thefor­ 
eign aid program . Both have 
cleared the House in different 
form s. 
The House hopes to act on 17 
bills, most of them of a m inor 
nature. One, however, is a $2- 
billion authorization for con­ 
struction of 144 river, harbor 
and flood control projects. 
A lso on the House agenda is a 
bill 
that 
would require the 
A lfred I. duPont estate in F lori­ 
da, which owns a complex oi 
banks and industries, to divest 
itse lf of its nonbanking pro: *'• 
tie s. 
D espite the sweeping nature 


of the proposed changes in im ­ 
m igration policy, little trouble 
is anticipated in getting Senate 
approval. 
The 
main 
controversy 
—- 
whether to impose an im m igra­ 
tion ceiling on the W estern 
Hemisphere — was fought out in 
com m ittee. A ceiling of 120,000 
was written into the bill and 
there apparently will be no ef­ 
fort to remove it. 
The issue was strongly con­ 
tested in the House, which at 
the adm inistration's insistence 
kept a ceiling off. The adm inis­ 
tration quickly capitulated to 
advocates of a ceiling in the 
Senate, however. 
The main effect of the bill 


would be to end the 41-year-old 
system of basing im m igration 
011 
the 
nationality 
of appli­ 
cants. instead, those countries 
outside 
the 
W estern Hemi­ 
sphere, which are now assigned 
individual 
quotas, 
would 
be 
treated equally under a total 
quota of 170,000. 
In view of the collapse of 
adm inistration efforts to block a 
W estern Hem isphere 
ceiling, 
the House is expected to accept 
the Senate version when confer­ 
ees meet to work out a mutually 
acceptable bill. 
The Senate's foreign aid bill 
would give the adm inistration 
$92 million less than the House 
appropriated for foreign aid, a 


marked d e^ irtu re from recent 
years 
when the Senate was 
counted on to resto re deeper 
cuts made by the House. 


Backed up on the House cal­ 
endar 
are three bills that 
threaten difficulties for 
the 
leadership — one increasing the 
minimum wage to $1.75 an hour 
and greatly increasing its cov­ 
erage, one granting home rule 
to the D istrict of Columbia,and 
one granting big pay raises to 
federal 
w orkers — including 
mem bers of C ongress. Still in 
com m ittee is the highway beau­ 
tification bill on which the ad- 
m initration is demanding ac­ 
tion.

VATICAN CITY AP -- Long- 
imprisoned Josef Cardinal Be- 
ran of Czechoslovakia backed a 
declaration on religious liberty 
today and said the Roman Cath­ 
olic 
Church apparently 
was 
suffering in 
his Communist- 
ruled homeland because of past 
sins against Protestants. 
The 77-year-old prelate, re­ 
leased last February from 16 
years in confinement in Czech­ 
oslovakia, 
was 
warmly 
ap­ 
plauded as he stook before the 
Vatican Ecumenical Council to 
address it for the first time. 
Cardinal Reran said the prin­ 
ciple that every man has the 
right to worship according to 
his conscience was confirmed 
by his own experience. 
The Czech cardinal spoke as 
debate continued on a contro­ 
versial council draft declara­ 
tion on religious liberty. A 
vote had been expected today, 
but so many of the 2,200 coun­ 
cil fathers still wanted to speak 
that a vote seem s unlikely until 
later in the week. 
An approval vote doesn’t mean 
the religious liberty declara­ 
tion is finished and decreed. 
Instead, the text becomes froz­ 
e n from any major changes 
while a subcommittee of the 
Vatican’s Christian Unity Sec­ 
retariat looks over suggested 
amendments made in council 
speeches or in writing.

At Baton Rouge, 85 m iles up 
the M ississippi River, an Arm}’ 
diver, working blind in the mud­ 
dy water, resumes his painstak­ 
ing bare hand inspection of a 
sunken barge loaded with dead­ 
ly chlorine. 
The targe, with 600 tons of 
chlorine aboard in four steel 
tanks, was sunk by the hurri­ 
cane in 60 feet of water near 
the Louisiana State campus. 
Officials want to know what 
shape the barge is in after the 
wild ride which sent it to the 
bottom. 
Chlorine, a common industrial 
chemical, 
can 
be extremely 
dangerous if accidentally re­ 
leased from a pressure tank. 
Coast Guard boats escorted all 
river traffic around the danger 
point.

NEW DELHI, India (AP) — 
Prim e 
M inister Lai Bahadur 
Shastri declared today Commu­ 
nist Chinese troops are firing 
acro ss the Indian frontier in two 
sectors and that Peking is out to 
dominate all of Asia. 
The Chinese, though pretend­ 
ing they want peace, have sta rt­ 
ed firing in the Sikkim area on 
the eastern front and in the L a­ 
dakh region of Kashmir State on 
the w estern front, Shastri said. 
China’s “ basic 
objective,” 
Shastri said, “ is to attain a po­ 
sition of dominance in A sia.” 
The prim e m inister declared 
that notes and protests from 
Peking make it clear that: 
“ What China is looking for is 
not the red ress of grievances, 
real or im aginary, but some 
excuse to start its aggressive 
activities again, this time in 
collusion with its ally Paki­ 
stan.” 
lf China p ersists, Shastri said, 
“ We shall defend ourselves by 
all the means at our disposal.” 
Socialist leader 
Nath 
Pal 
jumped to his feet and demand­ 
ed to know whether Indian units 
on the China frontier had been 
ordered to fire back. 
“ I would m erely wish to say 
we will resist them; we will 
fight them ,” Shastri replied. 
Shastri made no reply to the 
resolution passed ea rlier today 
by Hie U.N. Security Council in 
New 
York, 
demanding India 
and Pakistan end their war 
within 48 hours. 
Lidia’s Defense Ministry an­ 
nounced ea rlier that Chinese 
troops had moved close to “ all 
the passes” on Tibet’s border 
with Sikkim, an Indian protec­ 
torate, and that Pakistan also is 
m assing troops on Lidia’s east­ 
ern frontiers. 
The m inistry said latest re­ 
ports indicated “ Chinese troops 
have come quite close to all the 
passes on the Sikkim border. In 
some cases, 
they have been 
seen to be digging it.” 
The Chinese were seen in two 
new areas, the m inistry said. It 
identified 
them 
as 
the Hot 
Spring and Fukche areas of the 
Ladakh 
region 
of 
northeast 
Kashm ir State. 
Communist China today fol­ 
lowed up the extension of its 
border ultimatum to Lidia with 
a charge that Lidian troops had 
fired on a Chinese border guard. 
An Lidian spokesman denied 
the charge and said the Chinese 
claim s were 
“ m ere fabrica­ 
tions.” He accused China of “ in­ 
dulging in provocative activi­ 
tie s.” 
Lidian new sagencies reported 
it was the Chinese who had fired 
first.

Allen J. Ellender, 
DJL a. and Senate Republican 
Leader Everett M.Dirksen said 
Congress wouldn't get home for 
a long time if the administration 
brings up its proposal to repeal

Act. The section allows states to 
ban union shop agreem ents. 
Interviewed on CBS' radio­ 
television program “ Face the 
Nation” Dirksen said, “ I don’t 
like to use the word filibuster. 
But if 14B is dished out, I can 
assu re you there is going to be 
extended discussion.” 
Ellender, 
in 
an interview 
transcribed for Radio P ress In­ 
ternational, said that if P re si­ 
dent Johnson “ continues to send 
us a lot of legislation that is 
controversial and that would 
have the effect of keeping us 
here to C hristm as, some of us 
I’m sure will revolt.” 
The Senate has scheduled ac­ 
tion on two of the m ajor bills of 


the session — a revision of the 
im m igration laws and a $3.2 
billion appropriation for ;he for­ 
eign aid program . Both have 
cleared the House in different 
form s. 
The House nopes to act on 17 
bills, most of them of a minor 
nature. One, however, is a $2- 
billion authorization for con­ 
struction of 144 river, harbor 
and flood control projects. 
Also on the House agenda is a 
bill 
that 
would 
require the 
Alfred I. duPont estate in Flori­ 
da, which owns a complex oi 
banks and industries, to divest 
itself of its nonbanking pro: »’• 
ties. 
Despite the sweeping nature 


of the proposed changes in im­ 
migration policy, little trouble 
is anticipated in getting Senate 
approval. 
The 
main 
controversy 
— 
whether to impose an im m igra­ 
tion ceiling on the W estern 
Hemisphere — was fought out in 
com m ittee. A ceiling of 120,000 
was written into the bill and 
there apparently will be no ef­ 
fort to remove it. 
The issue was strongly con­ 
tested in the House, which at 
the adm inistration’s insistence 
kept a ceiling off. The adm inis­ 
tration quickly capitulated to 
advocates of a ceiling in the 
Senate, however. 
The main effect of the bill 


would be to end the 41-year-old 
system of basing im m igration 
on 
the 
nationality oi appli­ 
cants. Listead, those countries 
outside 
the 
W estern 
Hemi­ 
sphere, which are now assigned 
individual 
quotas, 
would 
be 
treated equally under a total 
quota of 170,000. 
In view of the collapse of 
adm inistration efforts to block a 
W estern Hemisphere 
ceil mg, 
the House is expected to accept 
the Senate version when confer­ 
ees meet to work out a mutually 
acceptable bill. 
The Senate's foreign aid bill 
would give the adm inistration 
$92 million less than the House 
appropriated for foreign aid, a 


marked departure from recent 
years 
when the Senate was 
counted on to restore deeper 
cuts made by the House. 


Backed up on the House cai. 
en clar 
are three bills that 
threaten difficulties for 
the 
leadership — one increasing the 
minimum wage to $1.7 5 an hour 
and greatly increasing its cov­ 
erage, one granting home rule 
to the D istrict of Columbia,and 
one granting big pay raises to 
federal w orkers — including 
members of Congress. Still in 
committee is the highway beau­ 
tification bill on which the ad- 
rmmtration is demanding ac­ 
tion.

It was as ambassador, how­ 
ever, the post he held from 1961 
until his death, that Stevenson’s 
stature as a statesman of the 
highest rank and his eloquent 
fitness as spokesman and de­ 
fender of his country and the 
free world became 
impres­ 
sively evident.

Washington Merry-Go-Round 
1

DAKAR — When Lyndon John­ 
son was a restless vice presi­ 
dent of the United States and 
John F. Kennedy wanted to keep 
him busy, he sent Lyndon to 
Senegal for the inauguration of 
its 
first 
president, Leopold 
Sedar 
Senghor. 
While here, 
Lyndon visited the nearby fish­ 
ing village of Kayar, met a 
Senegalese fisherman who was 
paddling a cumbersome, wood- 
hewn canoe or piroque. Re­ 
turning to 
America, the then 
Vice President sent the fisher­ 
man an outboard motor. 
The gift did not make the head­ 
lines of the pickup truck given 
to the Pakistani camel driver, 
but probably it has been more 
productive. For a great many 
other 
Senegalese fishermen 
have now followed the example 
of President Johnson’s friend 
and thus mechanized the fish­ 
ing industry. 
Lyndon Johnson is remem­ 
bered pleasantly here. But his 
policy of 
massing 
military 
might in Viet Nam is undoing 
part of his earlier friendship. 
Furthermore it plays directly 
into the hands of the Chinese 
Communists in their campaign 
to penetrate this wealthy and 
relatively empty continent. 
For the question continually 
asked by the Senegalese is: 
If President Johnson can send 
so many troops halfway around 
the world to Viet Nam, why 
can’t he send troops to Alabama, 
Mississippi, 
Georgia 
and 
Louisiana, 
to 
protect 
the 
Negroes from being mobbed 
and murdered? 
These states, it's pointed out, 
are much closer than Viet Nam 
and Negroes are American citi­ 
zens. Why can’t they be pro­ 
tected? 
African Negroes are convinced 
that it's proof of race pre­ 
judice that American troops 
are sent all the way to Saigon, 
yet aren't sent a few miles to 
protect Negroes. 
HARD TO EXPLAIN 
With some difficulty you can 
explain to the African intel­ 
lectuals that states rights put 
the burden of police protection 
on the individual states and that 
only in rare cases are federal 
troops sent into a state. You 
explain that even in the District 
of Columbia the Federal Gov­ 
ernment does not Intervene to 
protect the 
white population 
from the growing wave of Negro 
crime. But though you can make 
a slight dent on the professors 
and journalists, it’s absolutely 
impossible to get your points 
across to great mass of Afri­ 
cans. 


No less a persuasive person 
than Justice William O. Douglas 
of the Supreme Court tried to 
convince an African group at 
the American embassy on one 
occasion with only mediocre 
success. 
The Johnson Administration 
otherwise is doing an excellent 
job 
through 
Ambassador 
M ercer Cook, form er professor 
at Howard University, a Negro, 
and one of the most gifted 
envoys the State Department 
has sent to Africa. He was a 
fellow student with President 
Senghor when they were both 
youngsters in Paris, also went 
to school with other members 
of the Senegalese cabinet; has 
translated one of the P resi­ 
dent’s 
books 
“ On African 
Socialism " from French into 
English. 
President 
Senghor 
has 
vigorously rejected socialism 
of the Peking variety, but wrote 
--along with five volumes of 
poetry — two 
philosophical 
essays on African socialism, 
which Ambassador Cook trans­ 
lated. 
Ambassador Cook and his ex­ 
pert U. S. information aide, Ted 
Tanen, are now working on the 
American contribution to the 
Negro Arts Festival to be held 
in Dakar next April. They hope 
to persuade such famous Negro 
artists as Sammy Davis, Jr., 
Harry 
Belafonte 
and 
Dizzy 
Gillespie to come to Dakar at 
that time. The late AdlaiSteven- 
son had accepted the chairman­ 
ship of the American commit­ 
tee for the Negro Arts Festi­ 
val, and Ambassador Cook is 
hoping to draft either Marian 
Anderson or Sammy Davis, Jr., 
to replace him. 
PEANUTS AND PROSPERITY 
However, 
the problems indi­ 
rectly facing them, and directly 
facing President Senghor--en- 
tirely aside from Viet Nam— 
are considerable. 
No. 
1 
Problem is the fact 
that Senegal is a one-crop coun­ 
try. Its economy rests entirely 
on peanuts. Almost every farm ­ 
e r plants peanuts, and will not 
plant enough potatoes or wheat 
to support the country. Food 
must be imported. This is be­ 
cause France pays a high sub­ 
sidy for peanuts. 
The United States, with its 
own 
plentiful 
peanut crop, 
doesn't import from Senegal, 
and Sen. Herman Talmadg_ of 
peanut - producing 
Georgia 
would probably raise cain if it 
tried. 
So one thing Senegal needs if 
it is to be kept from swinging 
into the zone of Chinese in­ 
fluence is a team of American 
farm experts with the patience 
and perseverance to teach crop 
diversification. 
The beautiful University of 


Dakar, 
French - built 
and 
French-financed, has a crowded 
law school, but no school of 
agriculture. It also has a school 
of medicine—relatively empty. 
It takes too long to graduate in 
medicine. 
No. 2 Problem is the fact 
that French West Africa never 
should have been cut up into 
little 
independent republics. 
This was not the fault of the 
French, but of Nationalist Afri­ 
can ambition. Every little seg­ 
ment of the French colonial 
system boasting a somewhat 
different culture, history 
of 
language insisted on becoming 
independent, with its own flag, 
its own cabinet, and its own 
am bassadors abroad. 
This not only saddled each 
sm all country with extra ex­ 
pense, but also cut up the once 
interdependent economy. As a 
result, most of the new repub­ 
lics are starving. 


Like the splitting up of the 
old Austro-Hungarian empire 
after World War I, national 
pride has come before economic 
self-sufficiency; and just as the 
plight of Austria and Czecho­ 
slovakia, after World War I, 
led to H itler's invasion of those 
two countries, the economic 
plight of dismembered French 
West Africa is leading to the 
penetration by Chinese Com­ 
munism. 
Dakar, the once busy capital 
of French West Africa, is still 
beautiful, but not busy. Like 
Vienna, onetime capital of the 
Austro-Hungarian 
empire 
between 1920 and 1930, it is 
stagnant and politically re st­ 
less. 
The railroad from Dakar up 
to Mali used to be a busy artery' 
of commerce. But Mali has 
dropped out of the French cur­ 
rency 
system; its money is 
weak, and Senegal doesn’t relish 
Mall money to pay either for 
port dues or railroad freight. 
With Mali’s president just re ­ 
turned 
from 
Peking 
an 
enthusiastic Chinese booster, 
it seem s only a matter of time 
before that small, sem i-desert 
country falls into the hands of 
Chinese Communism. 
Senegal, under the leadership 
of President Senghor will hold 
out longer, perhaps indefinitely. 
This will depend on more ef­ 
ficiency from its poet-presi­ 
dent, more financial support 
from President De Gaulle in 
Paris and more technical as­ 
sistance from President John­ 
son in Washington. LBJ, when 
vice president, started the me­ 
chanization of the fishing in­ 
dustry. If he can follow this up 
with diversifying the forming 
industry, this key country of 
Africa, almost as close to New 
York as London, can be saved.

TAXPAYER REVOLT 
APPROACHING 
All around the country, the 
state legislatures have been 
meeting this year—to the dis­ 
may of many a humble tax­ 
payer. For there is hardly a 
state that isn’t searching for 
new or increased sources of 
revenue. Sales taxes, Income 
taxes, property taxes, liquor 
and cigarette taxes, gasoline 
taxes — the trend in all is 
upward. 
So, the taxpayers may begin to 
pay much closer attention to 
what their legislators ask and 
want and do than bas been the 
case in the past. According 
to Newsweek, “ Together, the 
50 states (and localities) will 
spend upwards of $70 billion 
this year (and are expected to 
match total Federal outlays by 
1970) for programs and serv­ 
ices that sometimes meet the 
test of adequacy but seldom 
the test of excellence." 
The problem is one that may 
be described as a mixture of 
quantity and quality. On the 
one hand there is the matter of 
how much state and local gov­ 
ernment can and should do—and 
on the other the m atter of how 
efficiently they do it. And there 
certainly is a limit to how 
much money can be bled from 
the taxpayers—a limit we are 
approaching if we haven't ac­ 
tually reached it. 
It's time the taxpayer cast 
a wary and critical eye on 
the state house, the courthouse 
and the city hall, no less than 
the capital in Washington.

Finally, August 29, 1965, NBC- 
TV presented in Dallas an im­ 
pressive thirty minute docu­ 
mentary “ The Price of Silence” 
narrated by Edward G. Robin­ 
son who presented as witnesses 
Arthur Goldberg, U. S. Am­ 
bassador to the U. N., Senator 
Jacob Javits, Jan Peerce, and 
other notables. This NBC show 
was 
a 
great 
performance, 
dramatically 
describing the 
persecution of Jews in the USSR. 
I anticipated a glowing report 
from the communication media, 
but did not find it mentioned. 
This is as strange as the aspect 
of large fortunes being chan­

into 
foundations 
to 
subsidize clever writers to dis­ 
credit people who oppose com­ 
munism by picturing them as

Inside Labor

Inside Story of Reuther-Meany 
Fund Sizzling as Labor's High 
Command Meets. 
New York: — A ferry sank 
in the Gulf of Gabes off Tunisia 
last summer, and the political 
waves churned up by the loss 
of lives are now billowing over 
a hostelry here, where Ameri­ 
can labor’s high command is 
meeting. 
If that ferry had not sunk 
there might not now be a low- 
key, but tough, showdown be­ 
tween maverick Walter Reuther 
and the major-domo of 
the 
House of Labor, George Meany. 
But the ship went down and the 
feud 
sprang up just at 
the 
moment when the high command 
is selecting some 
10 to 12 
labor 
leaders 
to 
replace 
veterans on the Executive Coun­ 
cil. 


The newcomers will help shape 
labor policy for decades. So 
though 
unknown now, they'll 
have heavy impact on the na­ 
tion. 
The ferry in this script went 
down between Sfax and the Ker- 
kennah Islands. It was owned 
by a cooperative firm. On its 
board of directors was Habib 
Achour, then general secretary 
of the General Federation of 
Tunisian Workers. After the 
dead and missing were counted, 
it was discovered that the co­ 
operative organization had not 
kept its insurance in order. 
There was an outcry from the 
bereaved. Soon the Tunisian 
government deprived Achour of 
his parliamentary immunity. On 
July 3 he was arrested and 
heaved into the brig at Sfax. 
This was just a few days 
before 
Meany, Reuther and 
almost a score of U. S. labor 
chiefs were scheduled to take 
their seats at an international 
labor congress in Amsterdam. 
Though this gathering of world 
leaders, speaking for over 60 
million workers, generally re ­ 
ceives little news coverage, it 
does affect 
the course of na­ 
tions. 


When Meany and company met 
there in the first U. S. closed 
caucus to decide policy, as 
is traditional at conventions 
of all kinds the world over, 
they discussed the Tunisian af­ 
fair. 
Their friend Achour would be 
kept in jail by Tunisian Pres­ 
ident Habib Bourguiba—whom 
the American labor chiefs had 
once helped get out of a French 
prison. 
Thus the imprisonment of their 
friend Achour was doubly irri­ 
tating. F ; thermore, he should I 


have been leading the Tunisian 
labor delegation. But President 
Bourguiba would not release 
him. Instead there was another 
delegation to replace Achour 
and his loyal colleagues. 
The American caucus unani­ 
mously decided to fight the 
seating of the new delegation. 
That unanimity included Walter 
Reuther's vote, too. 
When the time came for a pub­ 
lic vote at the congress, Reuther 
bolted. He did not advise Meany 
or others in the delegation. The 
auto union chief simply took 
public issue with Meany, who 
was head of the U. S. labor 
delegation, and voted against 
its position. 
Meany's previous frank talk 
about the Socialists andcookie- 
pushers amongst the foreign 
labor leaders had not exactly 
made him the most popular 
man there before the sessions 
opened. Thus, he lost face in 
the global congress as the famed 
Reuther took open issue. 
It was as though President 
Johnson had cast a bloc vote 
in the United Nations on some 
issue and Hubert Humphrey had 
arisen to tally against him. 
The next American caucus was 
a loud one. The big seafarers' 
leader 
Paul Hall, 
Meany's 
staunch ally, charged that their 
national chief had been posi­ 
tioned. Reuther said he had 
voted according to his con­ 
science, Hall, who never will 
be forgiven, retorted that it 
was more indigestion than con- 
sicence. 
The 
verbiage 
was 
slightly different. 
Until 
that 
labor congress 
Reuther and Meany had gotten 
on well. For the first time 
there seemed to be an alliance 
between the hard-hitting tra ­ 
ditionalist 
Meany and 
the 
classically militant Reuther. 
They had not exactly been 
Damon and Pythias. But there 
had been unity. The ferry boat 
saga 
smashed 
that,-- per­ 
manently, 
according to 
in­ 
siders. 
The real issue, of 
course, had been the breaking 
of caucus discipline and the 
egg-on-the-face position of the 
rest of the delegation. 
Reuther and Meany have met 
since. They ran into each other 
at a White House Presidential 
stag dinner and in labor's na­ 
tional headquarters. Nobody hit 
anybody. 
There 
were 
plea­ 
santries. 
But behind the closed doors 
of labor's high command se s­ 
sions here the pleasantries will 
be gone, as vital policies af­ 
fecting the movement and the 
nation are hammered out.

There were many facets to his career. He 
richly possessed an uncommon number of skills 
and talents. He was learned in esthetics, tropical 
zoology, anthropology and agriculture. He was a 


veterinarian, pharmacist, mechanic, araitsman, 
carpenter, boat builder, mason, gardener and 
dentist. 
His greatest fame was achieved as a medical 
missionary. He interpreted Bach’s music on the 
pipe organ. His studies of Jesus and the Apostle 
Paul gave him a high rank with theologians. 
He was a teacher, 
An essentially modest man, he set an example 
which the world could follow with profit to all. 
He shrugged off the praise heaped on him by 
his adm irers. He dismissed the complaints of 
his critics with the disdain of a busy man. 
A man as busy as Dr. Schweitzer has no 
time for gossip and criticism of others. It is 
a pity that more people aren’t similarity lost 
in their work. There is too much idle chatter, 
gossip and criticism of others. 
He has been called the greatest man of our 
times. He may well have been. 
His contemporaries are fortunate to have lived 
in his time but Dr. Schweitzer belongs to the 
ages.

He was involved with it from 
the very start, when in 1945 
he was appointed special as­ 
sistant to Secretary of State 
Stettinius to assist in the plan­ 
ning of the world body. In 1946- 
47, he served as a delegate 
to the General Assembly. 
It was as ambassador, how­ 
ever, the post he held from 1961 
until his death, that Stevenson’s 
stature as a statesman of the 
highest rank and his eloquent 
fitness as spokesman and de­ 
fender of his country and the 
free world became 
impres­ 
sively evident.

Washington Merry-Go-Round

DAKAR — When Lyndon John­ 
son was a restless vice presi­ 
dent of the United States and 
John F. Kennedy wanted to keep 
him busy, he sent Lyndon to 
Senegal for the inauguration of 
Its 
first 
president, Leopold 
Sedar 
Senghor. 
While here, 
Lyndon visited the nearby fish­ 
ing village of Kayar, met a 
Senegalese fisherman who was 
paddling a cumbersome, wood- 
hewn canoe or piroque. Re­ 
turning to 
America, the then 
Vice President sent the fisher­ 
man an outboard motor. 
The gift did not make the head­ 
lines of the pickup truck given 
to the Pakistani camel driver, 
but probably it has been more 
productive. For a great many 
other 
Senegalese fishermen 
have now followed the example 
of President Johnson’s friend 
and thus mechanized the fish­ 
ing industry. 
Lyndon Johnson is remem­ 
bered pleasantly here. But his 
policy of 
massing 
military 
might in Viet Nam is undoing 
part of his earlier friendship. 
Furtherm ore it plays directly 
into the hands of the Chinese 
Communists In their campaign 
to penetrate this wealthy and 
relatively empty continent. 
For the question continually 
asked by the Senegalese is: 
If President Johnson can send 
so many troops halfway around 
the world to Viet Nam, why 
can’t he send troops to Alabama, 
M ississippi, 
Georgia 
and 
Louisiana, 
to 
protect 
the 
Negroes from being mobbed 
and murdered? 
These states, if s pointed out, 
are much closer than Viet Nam 
and Negroes are American citi­ 
zens. Why can’t they be pro­ 
tected? 
African Negroes are convinced 
that It’s proof of race pre­ 
judice that American troops 
are sent all the way to Saigon, 
yet aren’t sent a few miles to 
protect Negroes. 
HARD TO EXPLAIN 
With some difficulty you can 
explain to the African intel­ 
lectuals that states rights put 
the burden of police protection 
on the individual states and that 
only In rare cases are federal 
troops sent into a state. You 
explain that even in the District 
of Columbia the Federal Gov­ 
ernment does not intervene to 
protect the 
white population 
from the growing wave of Negro 
crim e. But though you can make 
a slight dent on the professors 
and journalists, if s absolutely 
Impossible to get your points 
across to great mass of Afri­ 
cans. 


No less a persuasive person 
than Justice William O. Douglas 
of the Supreme Court tried to 
convince an African group at 
the American embassy on one 
occasion with only mediocre 
success. 
The Johnson Administration 
otherwise is doing an excellent 
job 
through 
Ambassador 
M ercer Cook, former professor 
at Howard University, a Negro, 
and one of the most gifted 
envoys the State Department 
has sent to Africa. He was a 
fellow student with President 
Senghor when they were both 
youngsters in Paris, also went 
to school with other members 
of the Senegalese cabinet; has 
translated one of the P resi­ 
dent’s 
books 
“ On African 
Socialism” from French into 
English. 
President 
Senghor 
has 
vigorously rejected socialism 
of the Peking variety, but wrote 
--along with five volumes of 
poetry -- two 
philosophical 
essays on African socialism, 
which Ambassador Cook trans­ 
lated. 
Ambassador Cook and his ex­ 
pert U. S. information aide, Ted 
Tanen, are now working on the 
American contribution to the 
Negro Arts Festival to be held 
In Dakar next April. They hope 
to persuade such famous Negro 
artists as Sammy Davis, Jr., 
Harry 
Belafonte 
and 
Dizzy 
Gillespie to come to Dakar at 
that time. The late AdlaiSteven­ 
son had accepted the chairman­ 
ship of the American commit­ 
tee for the Negro Arts Festi­ 
val, and Ambassador Cook is 
hoping to draft either Marian 
Anderson or Sammy Davis, Jr., 
to replace him. 
PEANUTS AND PROSPERITY 
However, 
the problems indi­ 
rectly facing them, and directly 
facing President Senghor—en­ 
tirely aside from Viet Nam — 
are considerable. 
No. 
I 
Problem is the fact 
that Senegal is a one-crop coun­ 
try. Its economy rests entirely 
on peanuts. Almost every farm ­ 
e r plants peanuts, and will not 
plant enough potatoes or wheat 
to support the country. Food 
must be imported. This is be­ 
cause France pays a high sub­ 
sidy for peanuts. 
The United States, with its 
own 
plentiful 
peanut crop, 
doesn’t import from Senegal, 
and Sen. Herman Talmadg 
of 
peanut 
- producing 
Georgia 
would probably raise cain if it 
tried. 
So one thing Senegal needs if 
it is to be kept from swinging 
Into the zone of Chinese in­ 
fluence is a team of American 
farm experts with the patience 
and perseverance to teach crop 
diversification. 
The beautiful University of 


Dakar, 
French - built 
and 
French-financed, has a crowded 
law school, but no school of 
agriculture. It also has a school 
of medicine--relatively empty. 
It takes too long to graduate in 
medicine. 
No. 2 Problem is the fact 
that French West Africa never 
should have been cut up into 
little 
independent republics. 
This was not the fault of the 
French, but of Nationalist Afri­ 
can ambition. Every little seg­ 
ment of the French colonial 
system boasting a somewhat 
different culture, history 
of 
language insisted on becoming 
independent, with its own flag, 
its own cabinet, and its own 
am bassadors abroad. 
This not only saddled each 
sm all country with extra ex­ 
pense, but also cut up the once 
interdependent economy. As a 
result, most of the new repub­ 
lics are starving. 


Like the splitting up of the 
old Austro-Hungarian empire 
after World War I, national 
pride has come before economic 
self-sufficiency; and just as the 
plight of Austria and Czecho­ 
slovakia, after World War I, 
led to Hitler’s invasion of those 
two countries, the economic 
plight of dismembered French 
West Africa is leading to the 
penetration by Chinese Com­ 
munism. 
Dakar, the once busy capital 
of French West Africa, is still 
beautiful, but not busy. Like 
Vienna, onetime capital of the 
Austro-Hungarian 
empire 
between 1920 and 1930, it is 
stagnant and politically re st­ 
less. 
The railroad from Dakar up 
to Mali used to be a busy artery 
of commerce. But Mali has 
dropped out of the French cur­ 
rency 
system; its money is 
weak, and Senegal doesn’t relish 
Mali money to pay either for 
port dues or railroad freight. 
With Mali’s president just re ­ 
turned 
from 
Peking 
an 
enthusiastic Chinese booster, 
it seem s only a matter of time 
before that small, sem i-desert 
country falls into the hands of 
Chinese Communism. 
Senegal, under the leadership 
of President Senghor will hold 
out longer, perhaps indefinitely. 
This will depend on more ef­ 
ficiency from its poet-p resi­ 
dent, more financial support 
from President De Gaulle in 
Paris and more technical as­ 
sistance from President John­ 
son in Washington. LBJ, when 
vice president, started the me­ 
chanization of the fishing in­ 
dustry. If he can follow this up 
with diversifying the farming 
industry, this key country of 
Africa, almost as close to New 
York as London, can be saved.

TAXPAYER REVOLT 
APPROACHING 
All around the country, the 
state legislatures have been 
meeting this year—to the dis­ 
may of many a humble tax­ 
payer. For there is hardly a 
state that isn’t searching for 
new or increased sources of 
revenue. Sales taxes, income 
taxes, property taxes, liquor 
and cigarette taxes, gasoline 
taxes — the trend In all is 
upward, 
So, the taxpayers may begin to 
pay much closer attention to 
what their legislators ask and 
want and do than has been the 
case in the past. According 
to Newsweek, “ Together, the 
50 states (and localities) will 
spend upwards of $70 billion 
this year (and are expected to 
match total Federal outlays by 
1970) for programs and serv­ 
ices that sometimes meet the 
test of adequacy but seldom 
the test of excellence.” 
The problem is one that may 
be described as a mixture of 
quantity and quality. On the 
one hand there is the m atter of 
how much state and local gov­ 
ernment can and should do—and 
on the other the matter of how 
efficiently they do it. And there 
certainly is a limit to how 
much money can be bled from 
the taxpayers—a limit we are 
approaching if we haven’t ac­ 
tually reached it. 
Ifs time the taxpayer cast 
a wary and critical eye on 
the state house, the courthouse 
and the city hall, no less than 
the capital in Washington.

COMMUNIST PERSECUTION 
OF RELIGION 
Rumors 01 persecution of Jews 
in Russia and Rumania had come 
to me and upon reading of the 
mobilization of Jewish forces 
by the Synagogue Council Sep­ 
tember 26, 1963, to crusade 
against anti-Semitism in the 
Soviet Union, I expressed my 
gratification 
to 
some close 
Jewish friends. They told me 
the campaign would “ die on 
the vine.” 
Surprised with this opinion, 
I decided to join the crusade. 
I wrote Letters to the Editor 
and began accumulating, re­ 
producing, and circulating all 
newspaper clippings I could find 
regarding the Synagogue Coun­ 
cil Crusade. I thought a humani­ 
tarian movement should not be 
given the “ silent treatm ent.” 
At times it seemed a hopeless 
task to keep the crusade going, 
but I would find Senator Ribi- 
coff 
(D-Conn.) or 
someone 
quoted in a good speech. 
Finally, August 29, 1965, NBC- 
TV presented in Dallas an im­ 
pressive thirty minute docu­ 
mentary “ The Price of Silence” 
narrated by Edward G. Robin­ 
son who presented as witnesses 
Arthur Goldberg, U. S. Am­ 
bassador to the U. N., Senator 
Jacob Javits, Jan Peerce, and 
other notables. This NBC show 
was 
a 
great 
performance, 
dramatically 
describing the 
persecution of Jews in the USSR. 
I anticipated a glowing report 
from the communication media, 
but did not find it mentioned. 
This is as strange as the aspect 
of large fortunes being chan­ 
neled 
into 
foundations 
to 
subsidize clever writers to dis­ 
credit people who oppose com­ 
munism by picturing them as 
“ anti-Semitic.” 
A week long meeting, which

Inside Story of Reuther-Meany 
Fund Sizzling as Labor’s High 
Command Meets. 
New York: -- A ferry sank 
in the Gulf of Ga bes off Tunisia 
last summer, and the political 
waves churned up by the loss 
of lives are now billowing over 
a hostelry here, where Ameri­ 
can labor’s high command is 
meeting. 
If that ferry h^d not sunk 
there might not now be a low­ 
key, but tough, showdown be­ 
tween maverick Walter Reuther 
and the major-domo of 
the 
House of Labor, George Meany. 
But the ship went down and the 
feud 
sprang up just at 
the 
moment when the high command 
is selecting some IO to 12 
labor 
leaders 
to 
replace 
veterans on the Executive Coun­ 
cil. 


The newcomers will help shape 
labor policy for decades. So 
though 
unknown now, they’ll 
have heavy impact on the na­ 
tion. 
The ferry in this script went 
down between Sfax and the Ker- 
kennah Islands. It was owned 
by a cooperative firm. On its 
board of directors was Habib 
Achour, then general secretary 
of the General Federation of 
Tunisian Workers. After the 
dead and missing were counted, 
It was discovered that the co­ 
operative organization had not 
kept its insurance in order. 
There was an outcry from the 
bereaved.

When Meany and company met 
there in the first U. S. closed 
caucus to decide policy, as 
is traditional at conventions 
of all kinds the world over, 
they discussed the Tunisian af­ 
fair. 
Their friend Achour would be 
kept in jail by Tunisian P res­ 
ident Habib Bourguiba—whom 
the American labor chiefs had 
once helped get out of a French 
prison. 
Thus tho imprisonment of their 
friend Achour was doubly irri­ 
tating. F ;tberm ore, he should 


have been leading the Tunisian 
labor delegation. But President 
Bourguiba would not release 
him. Instead there was another 
delegation to replace Achour 
and his loyal colleagues. 
The American caucus unani­ 
mously decided to fight the 
seating of the new delegation. 
That unanimity included Walter 
Reuther’s vote, too. 
When the time came for a pub­ 
lic vote at the congress, Reuther 
bolted. He did not advise Meany 
o r others in the delegation. The 
auto union chief simply took 
public issue with Meany, who 
was head of the U. S. labor 
delegation, and voted against 
its position. 
Me any’s previous frank talk 
about the Socialists andcookie- 
pushers amongst the foreign 
labor leaders had not exactly 
made him the most popular 
man there before the sessions 
opened.

FERTILITY' REGULATION 
The regulation of human fer- 
tillty has been one of man's 
earnest 
desires through the 
ages, but until recently his 
methods ranged from barbarous 
to unpleasant, from worthless 
to undependable. The earliest 
approaches 
— 
superstitious 
rites, mystic potions and in­ 
fanticide — were the worst. 
Eventually, women turned to 
clumsy tampons and uncomfort­ 
able vaginal plubs. But when 
these devices failed, as they 
so often did, many victims sub­ 
mitted to abortions which fre­ 
quently killed both mother and 
child. 
The more modern era opened 
during the 19th Century when the 
condom and diaphragm were 
introduced on a wide scale, but 
they were crude and their fail­ 
ure rate was high. Then, during 
our own century, came vaginal 
jellies andfoa ns, which exerted 
a local sperm* tidal action, and 
- better 
condo ns 
and dia- 
pragms. But an inherent draw­ 
back, in addition to their failure 
quotient, inhibited the effec-" 
tiveness of these innovations. 
They had to be used ,*t or very 
near the time of cc tus, without 
margin for error. 
Some of this handicap has been 
overcome by the intrauterine 
device, a polyethylene or stain­ 
less steel coil which is Inserted 
in the uterus by a physician 
and is designed to remain there 
as long as desired. The BID'S 
mode of action is not clear, 
but its presence is thought to 
cause 
uterine 
contractions 
which are unfavorable to the 
successful implantation of the 
ovum. When the coil remains 
intact it is effective, but ex­ 
pulsion rates of 15 to 20 per 
cent are being reported.

Elephants Under 


Death Sentence 


NAIROBI, Kenya 
AP - 
Sentence of death has been 
passed on thousands of ele­ 
phants in Kenya's Tsavo Na­ 
tional Park, one of Africa's 
largest elephant sanctuaries. 
Game wardens soon will roam 
the park's 8,000 square miles, 
exterminating whole herds in 
an effort to combat an elephant 
population explosion.

chain from the ankle to the 
wrists. The court observed that 
thp Spanish legislation, ir ad­ 
dition, imposed. 
(1) civil interdiction, (2) per­ 
petual 
absolute disqualifica. 
tion; (3) subjection to surveil­ 
lance during life. 
The majority declared that the 
effect of the law after release 
from prison would be as fol­ 
lows: 
From other parts there is no 
intermission. His prison bars 
and chains are removed, it is 
true, after twelve years, but 
he 
goes 
from 
them to a 
perpetual 
limitation of 
his 
liberty. He is forever kept un­ 
der the shadow of his crime, 
forever kent within voice and 


view of the criminal magis­ 
trate, not being able to change 
his domicile 
without giving 
notice to the “authority 
im­ 
mediately in charge of 
sur­ 
veillance,'' and without per­ 
mission in writing. He may not 
seek, even in other scenes and 
among other people, to retrieve 
his fall from rectitude. Even 
that hope is taken from him, 
and he is subject to tormenting 
regulations that, if not so tangi­ 
ble as iron bars and stonewalls, 
oppress as much by their con­ 


tinuity, and deprive of essential 
liberty. No circumstance 
of 


degradation is omitted. It may 
be that even the cruelty of pain 
is not omitted. He must bear a 
chain night and day. He is con- 
demmed to painful as well as 
hard labor. What painful labor 
may mean we have no exact 
measure. It must be something 
more than hard labor. It may be 
hard labor pressed to the point 


of pain. Such penalties for such 
offenses amaze those who have 


formed their conception of the 
relation of a state to even its 
offending citizens from 
the 
practice of the American com­ 
monwealths, and believe that it 
is precept of justice that punish­ 
ment for crime should be grad­ 
uated and proportioned to of­ 
fense.
